BAHAMAS. 

NASSAU— Case or Smallpox from Steamslilp Vlgllancla. 

Vice-Consul Menendez reports, April 5, that a case of smallpox and 
2 contacts were landed from the steamship Vigilancia, from Tampico, 
which left Nassau for New York March 29. The case and contacts 
were isolated at the quarantine station. 

CHINA. 

AMOT- Smallpox and Typnus Fever. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Moorhead reports, March 2 and 9: 
Week ended February 26. One death from smallpox and 1 from 
typhus fever were reported in the international settlement of Ku- 
langsu. Week ended March 5. Four deaths from smallpox were 
reported in Kulangsu. The 10 deaths reported in Kulangsu during 
the months tjf January and February all occurred among children. 
The Chinese population of the settlement is estimated at 9,000. 
Smallpox is reported epidemic in the district of Chang Chiu. 

Plague in Amoy.
